ALL assessable !and is subject 
to assessment for hail insurance, thus the speculator is made to pay 
his share of a loss by hail the same as the man who is raising crops 
to increase the value of the speculators land, and-as this will bring 
in a good revenue a very small levy will have to be made in the 
taxation to cover any losses. Forexample: Take lands within a 
hail insurance district that have an average value of $20 per acre. 
A rate of one mill will bring in $80,000 which at a valuation $20 
per acre would only be 2 cents per acre or $3.20 per quarter section. 
This rate over a whole hail insurance district would permit of a 
maximum indemnity, which is $6 per acre, being paid on some six 
thousand acres, allow for considerable acreage not subject to assess- 
menton account of being Dominion Government land and also allow 
for expenses of administration. Ifthe amount raised in any one; 
year was in excess of the amount required, it would lower the as- 
sessment in the following year accordingly.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the ottice of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A_homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acre’, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cultivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties—Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth &300,

RUSSIA'S STATE RAILWAYS 


Nearly a Million Passengers Defraud- 
ed Government in a Year 

The statistical report of the State 
Railways of Russia just published 
shows by an amusing array of figures 
that for some people, at least {i costs 
little indeed to travel by rail in Rus- 
sia. Among the disinissalg and pun- 
{shments inflicted in the course of a 
year, 316 guards and 133 subordinates 
dismissed, and 6,675 guards and 10, 
473 others fined, are all catalogued as 
having helped wayfarers along without 
sufficient regard for the law, which 
decrees that journcys by railway in 
Russia shall be paid for. 

But these odd 20,000 punishments 
can scarcely be said to meet the 
needs of the ase, as in the course of 
a year nearly a million passengers de- 
frauded the State Railways manage- 
ment. The exact number is 904,118. 
Altogether as much as $550,000 was 
found to be due for fares unpaid. 
Nearly half the money was paid at 
once, a quarter was paid later of free 
will, and for the payment of the rest 
the authoritics were compelled to go! 
to law. 

Naturally most of the guards and 
subordinate employees received slight 
commissions from the passengers 
they helped. Calculating that only 
a third, or at the highest estimate a 
half, of the cheap travellers are 
caught, the effect on the railway bal- 
ance-sheet must be very considerable.

If the securities decline to 
a point where the $20,000 margin is 
reduced to $15,000 the borrower ts call- 
ed upon to put up additional securt- 
ties. Most brokerage houses do not 
walt for such a summons, but send 
the necessary collateral to the bank as 
soon as they see that the price of thelr 
securities has declined.

{ng of each borrower. Each bank has 
a list of favorite borrowers who can 
secure whatever money they need in 
times of stress or in tines of calm! 
The loun clerks know who the favor 
ites ore and show them every cour 
tesy. It means a good deal for a Stock 
Exchange house to get on the “favor, 
ed list” of a Wall street bank, 

Some borrowers, in order to stand 
well with a bauk, never complaim 
when the bank raises the rate on their 
lonns. They go on the theory that it 
is foolish to dispute a rate with a bank 
when the difference between 2 per 
cent and 2%4 mneans only $1.39 a day 
on the interest charge for a $100,000 
loan.—New York Post. 


CONTINENTAL SCRIP. 


What a Two Dollar Bill of the Year 
1774 Looked Like. 

One of the few pieces of continental 
scrip now in existence is owned by @ 
former teacher «at Shortridge high 
school, It was given to her at Christ- 
mas time in 1868 by a fellow teacher. 

The piece mensures about 5% by 2% 
inches and ts fratned to show both 
sides. Within an intricnte leaf and 
branch border design, ov the front 
side, is printed: 

“This indented bill of $2 shall entitle 
the benrer thereof to receive bills of 
exchange, payable tn London, or gold 
and silver, at the rate of 4s. Gd. ster- 
ling per dollar for the said bill, ac- 
cording to the directions of an uct of 
assembly of Maryland. Duated tp An- 
napolis, this 10th day of April anno 
Domiul, 1774. William Eddis H. Lap 
bam.” 

In an upper corner of the reverse 
side is a picture, about an inch and a 


half square, representing the British | 


crown, at each side of which is a tiny 
picture of a man. One of the men is 
represented as holding a spade, while 
from the band of the otber dangles a 
fish on a string. At ench end on this 
side of the scrip are the words, “Tis 
death to counterfeit,” and ut the bot- 
tom are the names of the printers, A. 
C, and Ff. Green.—Indianapolis News. 


Moon Rivers. 

The so called craters, ring mountains 
and empty sea beds of the mvon are 
not the only Interesting phenomena 
which our sutellite presents to the 
view, There are ov many parts of the 
moon's surface long, narrow lines call- 
ed “rills,” evidently much below the 
general level of the ground, some of 
them comparable in breadth and depth 
to the great cunyous of our western 
country. Certain astronomers have 
been disposed to regard these rills as 
cracks and rents in the crust of the 
moon, but others bave adopted the sug- 
gestion, made long ago, that they are 
river channels. It may be remarked 
of these ancient Juvar river channels,

Next time you 
have to work with burlap in mnking a 
cushion top or curtains simply stitch 
the cut edges on the sewing machine. 
Make the stitch long and the tension 
loose and then sew the edge {In a wavy 
line, keeping close to the edge al! the 
time. It won't fray, and it won't take 
long to fix it this way. The stitching 
won't show when the cushion is sewed 
up or the curtains are bemmed.
